Miss Allie Glenn Passes 


“HER PLACE in the hearts and affec- 
tion of Auburn is secure for all time.” 
These words, inscribed on a loving 
cup awarded Miss Maria Allen Glenn in 
1944, spell out better than any The 
Alumnews might pen, the love of Au- 
burn sons and daughters for*the collége 
treasurer who died at her home in Au- 
burn on February 13 after a long illness. 
The death of “Miss Allie,” 86, treas- 
urer of A.P.|. for 47 years, closed a 
96-year history of Auburn during 
which every check issued by the insti- 
tution was signed by a member of the 
Glenn family. 


Treasurer since ‘06 


MISS ALLIE succeeded both her father 
and grandfather as treasurer of Auburn, 
She took the position in 1906, and from 
then until her death signed every check 
issued by the college. 

During her long years of service to 
Auburn, Miss Allie became loved and 
esteemed by thousands. This was par- 
ticularly recognized nine years ago when 
she received a silver loving cup at an 
alumni meeting on the campus. The cup 
bore this inscription: 

“To Auburn’s sweetheart, M. Allie 
Glenn, from her devoted sweethearts 
everywhere. Succeeding her father 
and grandfather as treasurer of Au- 
burn she carries on with graciousness 
and charm and to this good day every 
check issued by Auburn bears the 
honored name of “Glenn.” Her place 
in the hearts and affection of Auburn 
is secure for all time.” 


Honored in 1946 


TWO YEARS LATER, she was again 
honored at commencement exercises by 
the late President L. N. Duncan. It was 
then, on May 31, 1946, that she com- 
pleted her 40th year as treasurer and 
her 60th in the treasurer’s office. 

Miss Allie had nine brothers and sis- 
ters, and now only one survives. He 1s 
Dr, Charles B. Glenn, superintendent 
emeritus of the Birmingham § school 
system. 


Many of Miss Allie’s friends have 
commended her in the past, and one of 
the finest of her compliments was writ- 
ten the week after her death by Neil O. 
Davis, °35, editor of The Lee County 
Bulletin, published in Auburn. Follow- 
ing are excerpts from an editorial by 
Mr. Davis: 


IT WAS at this desk in her little office 
in Samford Hall that beloved Miss Allie 
Glenn, Auburn treasurer for 47 years,

“WHEN MARIA ALLEN Glenn (Miss 
Allie) died last Friday another irreplace- 
able link between modern Auburn and 
the Auburn of a rich past was broken. 
Perhaps in her as in no other person 
there was combined the spirit of the Old 
Auburn and the New. 


“It was difficult to get Miss Allie to 
give dates wen she talked about the 
Auburn of yesteryear. To have done 
so would have indicated her age! She 
was an ageless lady and had little 
patience with the good-old-days state 
of mind.

AUBURN’S HONORED and respected 
Dean Emeritus Marion J. Funchess, a 
pioneer leader in commercializing agri- 
culture in Alabama, died from a heart 
attack at his home in Auburn on Febru- 
ary 19. 

Highly respected for his forthright- 
ness, Dean Funchess was an early 
exponent of putting more of Alabama's 
and the South’s farm land in com- 
mercial agriculture by greatly increas- 
ed production of livestock and live- 
stock products, 

“In the death of Dean Funchess, the 
state of Alabama and the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute has suffered a great 
Inss in the field of agriculture,” said Dr. 
Ralph B, Draughon, president of the col- 
lege. 


. 
“ .. a great service” 
“HE RENDERED a great service to the 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute; and to 
the whole field of agricultural research 
in America. The work of the School of 
Agriculture under his direction has been 
distinguished for its quality and per- 
formance. 

“He brought national acclaim and 


international recognition to Auburn 
and to the state of Alabama through 
the organization and development of 
our agricultural experiment station 
system,’ President Draughon conclud- 
ed. 


Born on a cotton farm near Orange- 
burg, S. C., April’ 9, 1884, Dean Fun- 
chess served Alabama’s agriculture with 
Gistinction for nearly a half century. He 
grew up as a farm boy, attending local 
grade and district schools. In 1908 he 
received his bachelor’s degree in agri- 
culture from, Clemson College. 


Came to Auburn 


A YEAR LATER, he came to Auburn as 


assistant professor of agronomy. He be- 
came dean of the department of agri- 
culture in 1921 and director of the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station in 1924.

Outstanding citizen 


UPON THE DEATH of Dean Funchess, 
Dr. Smith said, ‘Alabama has lost one 
of her most outstanding citizens. He 
served the state for almost a half cen- 
tury, first as a teacher and research 
worker, and later in the broad capacity 
as dean of the School of Agriculture and 
director of the agricultural experiment 
station system at A.P.I. 

“He had a keen understanding of 
the basic problems of Alabama agri- 
culture and he was responsible for the 
development of a program of agricul- 
tural research and teaching designed 
to provide information that would re- 
sult in their solution. His contribu- 
tions to the state’s welfare have been 
immeasurably great.” 


Supervised much 


DEAN FUNCHESS supervised many re- 
search projects in numerous phases of 
agronomy, including soil fertility, de- 
composition of organic toxins in soils, 
infertility in acid soils, and such. 

Active in many organizations relating 
to his work, Dean Funchess was a fellow 
and past president of the American 
Society of Agronomy; a member of the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, and a member of Apha 
Gamma Rho, Phi Kappa Phi, and Gam- 
ma Sigma Delta fraternities. 


The personal feelings of his many 
close friends and associates were prob- 
ably best expressed by P. O. Davis, 
A.P.I. Extension Service Director. “All 
“Sf us will miss Dean Funchess,” said 
Dr. Davis, “but we'll remember him 
and love him for his fine qualities 
and his sound and constructive work 
in argiculture since coming to Auburn. 


Work will live on 


“THE WORK that he did will live long 
and serve well all of Alabama,” Director 
Davis concluded. Funeral services were 
held at the Auburn Methodist Church.

To discuss financial needs 


— Solons Visit Auburn Campus 


On Monday, Feb. 16, members of six 
Alabama legislative committees and 
many alumni visited the Auburn 
campus at the invitation of President 
Ralph Draughon, to discuss with him 
and other A.P.l|I. officials the financial 
reeds of the college. 

The following report of the meeting 
was written for The Birmingham News 
by veteran newspaperman and politi- 
Fred Taylor. More de- 
tailed information about the native 
Alabama newsman follows his write-

DR. DRAUGHON and his staff, who dis- 


cussed finances and other phases of the 
college at the Plains, never got around 
to mentioning specific amounts they want 
in increased appropriations. 

But they told of the desperate need for 
increasing salaries of faculty members; 
of the need for more teachers and more 
facilities for teaching agricultural and 
industrial courses to the youth of the 


State. 


One of Auburn’s most acute prob- 
lems is raids on its teaching staff by 
other colleges able to pay more. Dr. 
David Mullins, executive vice-presi- 
dent, pointed out to the legislators 
that other land-grant colleges in this 
country are paying an average of 
$1400 more to instructors.

William L. Sims, II, ‘20 


Heads Colgate-Palmolive | 


A FORMER Auburnite who went from 
an 80-acre mule farm at Eden, Alabama, 
to the top of a corporation that does a 
yearly $122 million business in foreign 
markets is William Lee “Bill” Sims, II, 
20. 

This past January, Mr. Sims was 
named president of Colgate-Palmolive 
International, a company which has 
more than 10,000 employees in 25 subsi- 
diaries and four branches outside the 
United States. A native of Birmingham, 
Mr. Sims also is executive vice-presi- 
dent and member of the executive com- 
mittee of the board of directors of the 
Colgate-Palmolive-Peet Company. 


Mr. Sims joined Colgate in 1924 in 
the sales department. He was sent 
to Milan, Italy, in 1927 to form the 
Italian subsidiary of the company. 
He later was named European sales 
and advertising manager with head- 
quarters in Paris. 


Ten years in France 


AFTER 10 years in France, he returned 
to the home offices in Jersey City, N. J., 
as assistant to the president. Later he 
became vice-president and director of 
all foreign operations. In 1952 he was 
elected executive vice-president of the 
comestic company in charge of foreign 
operations. 

It has been a colorful life that Mr. 
Sims has lived since he was brought 
into the world on Oct. 17, 1896, in Ala- 
bama’s Magic City. He was graduated 
from Elyton Grammar School in his 
hometown, though several of his early 
years were “flavoured by life in several 
interesting cities—among them Mont- 
gomery and Nashville.” 


Attended Roycroft 


BILL SIMS began his high school days 
at Central High in Birmingham, but he 
was here only one year, 1910-11. Being 
acquainted with Elbert Hubburd, Bill’s 
father “was most enthusiastic about the 
inauguration of The Roycroft School of 
Life for boys which Hubbard planned 
to open in September of 1911.” 


“Dad wanted me to attend,” recalls 
Bill. So, early in September of ’11 he 
arrived in East Aurora, New York, to 
attend the Roycroft School with about 
30 other students from various parts of 
the U. S. and several from Europe. 


Describing his days at the school, Mr, 
Sims writes that it “was an experience 
ef culture, enterprise, learning to write 
and appreciate the writings of others— 
of meeting great people from all over 
the world and coming to the realization 
that the great are the plain people who 
Go great things or have great thoughts.” 


Upon returning to Birmingham, Bill 
became associated with his father, 
Wythe Davis Sims, in an advertising 
agency. But this venture did not long 
hold his interest, for as he says ‘“‘the 
farm bug had bitten me at East Auro- 
ra and Roycroft.” In March of 1913 
Bill’s father purchased 80 acres at 
Eden, Alabama, in St. Clair County, 


and turned the land over to him to 
farm. 


“Garden of Eden” 


“I PROMPTLY named our place “The 
Garden of Eden—where we were able 
(Abel) to‘raise cane (Cain), the prom- 
inent Colgate executive recalls. He 
further remembers that ‘1913-14-15 
were years of great development physic- 
ally, mentally and morally for me. There 
is no finer place to acquire firm, solid 
muscles than" on the farm where a 
double-bit axe, pick and shovel, hay 
fork, post hole diggers and plows are 
handled energetically. 


“My studies were agricultural and the 
practical application of diversification 
cr rotation of crops together with Black 
Angus Cattle and Berkshire Hogs. My 
father continued his work in the city 
and spent his weekends on the farm.

We were certainly one of the ‘early 
birds’ to bring soy beans to Alabama.” 


His driving enthusiasum while farm- 
ing established for Bill Sims a widely 
known. reputation as a hard worker. 
“But even so,’ remarks Mr. Sims, “I 
have always found joy in my endeavors 
and I am.sure there is nothing truer 
than this: , 

‘Get your happiness out of 
your work if you would know 
what real happiness is.’” 


Auburn next 


AUBURN was the next stop for Bill 
Sims. His farming experience taught 
him a great deal—a will to work and 
show results, a flair for getting along 
with people and encouraging them to 
do their best—but it also brought him 
to the realization that he must continue 
his education. 


“After correspondence with -Auburn 
authorities, I learned that an ambitious 
youngster with limited financial means 
might expect some assistance. I de- 
cided that A.P.I. was for me and entered 
in September, 1916. I had some scho- 
lastic work to formalize for credits and 
Coach Mike Donahue was most helpful 
in coaching me in math as well as base- 
ball.” 


Before he had completed his first year 
at Auburn, Bill Sims had experienced 
what many might.term “a rough time.” 
“I was living in the home of Prof. and 
Mrs. Marsh and eating at McAdory’s 
Ranch,” he recalls very vividly. 

“And | can attest that the upper 
classmen there all deserve the Medal 

of Merit for taking care of the ‘rats.’ 

Later | learned that | could earn my 
chow at O’Neal’s Ranch if 1 could 

wait on the table and take care of the 
cow—feeding, milking, and watering 

her. Why, after milking four cows 
morning and night at Eden, it was 


like having a holiday to attend only 
one! 


Sold goat skins 


“I SECURED the selling rights to goat 
skins dyed blue carrying the orange A 
and numerals and leather pillows. This 
was a lucrative business which enabled 
me to defray a large part of my expen- 
ses. Later I took a contract scrubbing 
the librery floor once a week and that 


brought in additional income.” 


In addition to his studies and jobs,

Bill participated in a number of other 
activities. He worked very actively in 
the Wirt Literary Society; played varsity 
baseball and basketball, and won the 
Freshman Declaration Medal. 


It appeared that a bright collegiate 
future was ahead for Bill, when after 
a very successful freshman yéar, he was 
elected president of his sophomore class 
in September, 1917. But at that time, 
the First World War and the Army in- 
tervened. So by August of 1918 Bill 
was stationed in Camp Gordon, Ga., and 
his college days had ended. 


Following his military service Mr. 
Sims went into business—Swift and 
Company—and later joined in two very 
interesting ventures with his Dad. It 
Was during this time that hé was mar- 
ried to Kathleen Wilkes. 


Joins Palmolive 


IN JUNE, 1924, he began his long career 
with the Palmolive Company as a sales- 
man in the Northeast Alabama unit. Six 
months later he was promoted to super- 
visor and trainer of salesmen calling on 
the druggists and department stores. 


Three years later he was requested 
to go to Italy to open a market there 
for the company. And _ after several 
years there he was put in charge of 10 
subsidiaries in Europe. Living in Paris 
from 1930 to 1940, he returned to the 
States on the last American lines ship 
to leave Genoa an June 3, 1940. On his 
return, he. was appointed assistant to 
the president of Colgate-Palmolive-Peet 
Company, ‘which three companies had 
merged during his stay in Europe.
